All Who Survived Hun Carnival of 
Rage and Rapine Which Swept 
the Place, Left Long, Long 
Ago. 

American Army Headquarters In 
France. — In the charred village they 
call her La Dame Indomitable. Not a 
bad name for her, either. There Is a 
great gun In the French army called 
Indomitable. The enemy has trained 
Its henvy weapons on this glnnt cylin- 
der of destruction, but old Indomitable 
still belches Its dendiy hall upon the 
Huns, and so the old lady of — was 
named after this famous gun, writes 
Don Mnrtln In the New York Herald. 

I saw her the other day In the recon- 
structed ruins of her once comfortable 
house. Two artillery ofllo/>rs— Ameri- 
can— have billets with her. She tnkes 
care of their rooms, shines their boots 



seen away up oa the brow of tho hill 
looking down on the German-held terri- 
tory. One does not need glasses to see 
It. She trudges along shell swept roads 
when It Is necessary, as It often Is. 

"A shell mny hit me — yes, perhaps, 
sometime. But we nil hove our work 
to do." 

Waves of deadly gas swept over the 
stricken group of ruins from time to 
time. La Dame Indomitable hns her 
mapk. An officer gave It to her. It la 
the best. The officers see that she gets 
the best. Her two American artillery 
officers hurry to their billets when the 
gas drifts Into the village. They have 
nothing to do there. They Just go to 
mnke sure that their hostess Is safe. I 
had a cup of chocolate with her In her 
house and learned her story. I do not 
think she ever told It before. 

Thanked by General. 

"When the war was just at the be- 



ginning," she said In French, "I had 
three sons. They hurried off to 
their uniforms and rifles. Then I 
waited. One day our soldiers came 
pouring Into the town. They had beea 
driven bnck by the Germans. Alaoy 
were Injured. I took as maay « s * 
could In my house and innde coffee f° r 
them. You see my house was better 
before It was struck by shells. 

"While I was making coffee a big 
shell struck this house and killed 
some of the soldiers. Another one had 
both legs taken off. I helped them all 
I could, but they went nwny and the 
Germans came. They are cruel, but I am 
old, so I am alive. Then our boys came 
again and I made my house a hospital. 
It wns struck twice more and I waS 
hurt n little, too, hut not much. I don't- 
wnnt to lenve. I have lived here all 
ray life and here Is where I shall die." 

The eyes of the old lady glowed un- 
der the spell of a thought she had not 
yet expressed. 

"A French general came and thaak- 
ed me for what I did for our soldiers," 
she said. "Then, long after, he wrote 
me a letter saying I was a brnve wom- 
nn and hnd brave sons. I hnve the 
letter — you may see It."

Spends $5,000,000 a Month in 
Ministering to Soldiers. 



Two Thousand Workers Are With Ex- 
peditionary Forces and 3,000 
in American Campa. 

Washington.— la Its work of minis- 
tering to the nodal, recreational and 
religious weifure of the boys and young 
men of this city and county who have 
enlisted ln the National army, the V. 
M. C\ A. Is now expending a totul of 
fr»,<>00,000 u morilh. These, together 
with other Intere«tlng figures tin the 
wope of the work ore contained In a 
bulletin Just received from the Nation- 
al war work council. , 

According to the "tatement of the 
'•ouneil, the "borne" aide of army eiimp 
life Is being maintained among the 
hundred/* of thousand* of soldier bojs 



both In the United States and In 
France. At the present time there are 
2,200 Y. M. C. A. workers with the ex- 
peditionary forces ln France aad Eng- 
lnnd aad 3,000 other workers In Ameri- 
can camps. 

The Y. M. C. A. has been asked by 
General Pershing to take over the en- 
tire conteen system with the American 
army In France, and this will reqnlre 
the services of more than 3,000 volun- 
teer workers alone. An effort Is now 
being made to secure at least 1,000 
business and professional men of high 
standing who will go to Frunce for all 
sorts of Y. M, C. A. service before 
July 1. 

It Is estimated thnt 8.000,000 feet of 
film are belag exhibited weekly to the 
soldiers at home and abroad, A re- 
cent shipment of nthleilc equipment 
for iho troops In France consisted of 
70,080 baseballs, 10,000 bais, lO.iiDf) 
gloves and mills, boxing gloves, votl y 
balls and various other klnda of npn- 



rntns for promoting the piny spirit 
among the troops In their leisure 
hours. 

The Y. M. C. A. hns established a 
chain of huts nnd dugouts niong the 
front lines occupied hy American 
troops "over there" and Is meeting the 
needs of the Snminles ns they take 
their places In the Lorraine trenches. 
The Y. M. C. A. huts on the Russian 
froat hnve beea demolished by Gerronn 
gnns nnd the 150 secretaries there hnve 
retired before the ndvnnce of the Huns 
and are now established i n Siberia 
awaiting an opportunity to return to 
Russia.

Urges People of Massachusetts to 
Use Substitutes Altogether 

CITES EXAMPLE OF 

BIG HOTEL KEEPER- 

-Use ^ubsjtutea altogether lor

B. Endlcott food administrator for 
New England has sent ou* to al. 
boufi-boiderii and hotel and restaur 
ant keepers ^ Massachusetts. 

Already the leading restaurateurs, 
and hotel keepers of the country bavt 
entereu into a pact with Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover to taboo wheal 
products from their tables order 
that the entire national r.tock oi 
wheat may be available to ship 
abroad. 

Endicott's Statement. 

In a statement on the matter, Mr. 
Endicott Bald: 

"1 wish to ask the public of Maasa- 
chusetts not to bake any more bread 
from white flour, but to use substi- 
tutes enUreiy, Of course, this does 
not mean that people who have been 
baking their own bread should now 
buy from bakers. 

"At a meeting with Mr. Hoover in 
Washington on Saturday, March 30, 
between 600 and 600 of the most 
prominent hotel and restaurant men 
In the country volunteered to elimin- 
ate white flour, graham, whole wheat 
flour and all other wheat products, 
Including macaroni and spaghetti, 
entirely from their menus. This 
means that they have agreed not to 
buy any wheat product until the new 
harvest comes in. 

"Now the call for wheat from 
abroad is more urgent than ever; 
every pound counts; a better oppor- 
tunity will never come to us who are 
obliged to stay at home than to fol- 
low the splendid example of these 
hotel and restaurant men. It must 
not be said that Massachusetts has 
been called upon and found wanting. 

"I am asking and urging as strong- 
I- as I know how, that every house- 
holder aa far as possible agree not to 
buy another pound of any wheat pro- 
duct until the new harvest. 

"I am asking every hotel ».nd res- 
taurant that has not already entered 
Into this arrangement to agree to do 
bo Immediately. 

"I am asking every club in Massa- 
chusetts to make the same agree- 
ment 

"1 am sure the people of Massa- 
chusetts will not fail me. 

Askad to Sand In Names. 
"In order that I may have posi- 
tive proof which I can send to Wash- 
ington that we here In Massachu- 
setts are going to leave ever- ave- 
nue free U ship wheat abroad, 1 am 
asking hooieholders, hotels, restau- 
rant aid 'ffuDs who are willing to 
enter Into this agreement to send 
their names and addresses to me at 
the State House on a postal card. 

"This means that those who are In 
the habit of baking at home shouid 
so continue, but they will v ave to 
limit themselves to such kinds of 
bread as muffins, pan breads and 
biscuits which can be hiade without 
any wheat flour. Such householders 
ought not now to begin to buy their 
bread from, bakers. 

"There are undoubtedly certain 
houreboluers who cannot oake at 
home who have to buy from bakers. 
There may be others who are com- 
pelled by habit to use macaroni and 
spaghetti; this request is not made 
to them, it is intended only for the 
many who are, In fact, able to com- 
ply with it We now a have chance 
which may never come to us again, 
of making a sacrifice which ' bound 
to have a big influence towaro win- 
ning the war. Our power to make 
that sacrifice Is a privilege and gives 
us an advantage over those who are 
not in a position to do the same." 

The following from a recent state- 
ment of a French high commissioner 
In this country Bhows why America 
must conserve more wheat. 

"America must do more toward re- 
ducing the domestic consumption of 
cereals and increasing exports to 
France," declared Andre Tardieu, 
French high commissioner to the 
United States, in an address deliv- 
ered before the Southern Commercial 
Congress, in Baltimore March 18. 

-You must do it because It Ib a 
case of necessity, because it must be 
done," asserted M. TardioQ. "For 
these past three monthB the ship- 
ments of cereals from America to 
Europe have been short one-third of 
the snppiy recognized as indispensa- 
ble to strictly compressed needs." 

"The bread ration of the French 
soWiCTB has been cut from 25 ounces 
to 21 ounces, the civilian bread card 
allows io ounces per day, which is 
abowt one-third of the average h»-»«>r1 
consumption of the French peasant 
0 r workman. The manufacture of 
crackers and pastry has been abso- 
lutely prohibited. 

"Feeding of horsee and cattle on 
cereals which could be saved for the 
making of bread haB been prohibited. 
This with the lack of other feed- 
stuffs, hay and fodder, resulted in a 
decrease of 50 per cent in the number 
of horses In France and In an lm 
portant reduction of cattle. With al- 
most no feed for their cat,tle, the 
French were forced to place them on 
the market aa meat This meant 
the suspension of meatless days and 
an attempt on the prfrt of the people 
to mako up for the lack of bread 
with with an Increase of the meat 
portion.

Setting Fires in the Open. 
An Act to Regulate the Setting of Fires 

in the Open Air. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful with- 
in any city or town for any person to 
set, maintain or increase a fire in the 
open air between the first .day of M ftrc ri 
and the first day of December except by 
written permission of the fire preven- 
tion coinmisioner for the metropolitan 
district within the said district, -or of 
the forest warden or chief of the fire 
department in other cities and towns, 
or, in cities that have such an official, 
the fire commissioner, provided, that 
debris from fields, gardens and orchards, 
and leaves and rubbish from yards may 
be burned on ploughed fields by the 
owners thereof, their agents or leases; 
and provided, further, that persons 
above the age of eighteen years may 
set- or maintain a fire for a reasonable 
purpose upon sandy land, or upon salt 
marshes or sandy or rocky beaches bor- 
dering upon tide water, if the lire is en- 
closed within rocks, metal or other non- 
inflammable piaterial. In every case 
such a fire shall be at least two hundred 
feet distant from any sprout or forest' 
land, and at least fifty feet distant 
from any building, and shall be properly 
attended until it is extinguished. The 
forest wardens in towns and officials 
performing the duties of forest wardens 
in cities shall cause public notices to be 
given of the provisions of this section 
and shall enforce the same. Whoever 
violates any provisions of this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than one hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment for not more than one month, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Section 2. The provisions of the pre- 
ceding sectiop shall not apply to fires 
which may be set, maintained or in- 
creased within the metropolitan district 
in accordance with regulations and 
methods approved by the fire prevention 
commissioner for the said district, nor 
to fires which may be set for the pur- 
pose of suppressing gypsy and brown 
tail moths in accordance with regula- 
tions and methods approved by the state

Section 3. The state forester shall 
..otify the forest warden in every town 
and the official performing the duties of

Section 4. The state forester, the 
state fire, warden or any duly author- 
ized assistant of the state forester, for- 
est wardens in towns and officials per- 
forming the duftes of forest wardens in 
cities, or any 'uly appointed deputy 
forest warden may arrest without war- 
rant any peraon found in the act of tet- 
trng, maintaining or increasing a fire in 
violation of the provisions of this act.

Vigorous Enforcement of the 
Vagrancy Law Is a Pub- 
lic Necessity. 



CUT OUT THE SENTIMENT 



Duty of Every Citizen to Report 
Nelghbbr or Acquaintance Who 
Won't Work and Demand , 
Sheriff Enforce Laws. 

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Washington.— Most communities all 
over the United States are enforcing, 
or preparing to enforce the vagrancy 
laws very vigorously. There Is a na- 
tion-wide sentiment of utter detesta- 
tion for the man so small of spirit as 
to be willing to do nothing during the 
supreme hour of all human history. 
There Is a general determination all 
over Amerlcn that such men are go- 
ing to be forced to work, without de- 
lay or ceremony. 

However, In so vast a land there 
may be a few communities, here and 
there, where sentiment has not be- 
come sufficiently aroused to echo this 
general demund which resounds over 
the country. If there Is a place where 
farmers nre looking for help, and, at 
the same time, loafers are hanging 
around the depot, the stores nnd the 
pool rooms, those fanners themselves 
are somewhat to blame — unless they 
demand of the sheriff and local offi- 
cers an absolute and unyielding ap- 
plication of the vagrancy law. 

A field man of the United States 
department of agriculture recently 
wrote this from one of the Importnnt 
agricultural states: 

"Entirely too much lnbor, rural as 
well as city. Is slacking. The com- 
pulsory work law Is not being en- 
forced as well as It should. For 
sentimental rensons- some persons 
hesltnte to report a neighbor or ac- 
quaintance who Is Idle and won't 
work. . . , My Idea Is thnt the 
first thing to do Is to clean up the 
loafing habit." 

"For Sentimental Reason!" 

Maybe you feel that way. Perhaps 
Bill Smith, whom you know well, nnd 
rather like In a casual sort of fash- 
Ion, Is a chronic loafer. He Is a 
harmless enough wretch, and you Just 
hate to make a complaint against 
Bill — "for sentimental reasons!" 

No doubt, "for sentimental reasons," 
you hate to think of your sou being

Young Women of Red Cross 
Make Fine Record. 



Render Invaluable Service In Opening 
of German Offensive in 
France. 

Washington. — Young women of a 
Red Cross front line unit made a line 
record In the opening (Senium offen- 
sive In Frnnce. At Roye they took 
over the direction of military trnflic. 
One girl In uniform standing at the 
four corners directed columns of guns, 
cavalry, supply wagons nnd troops, 
thus preventing a traffic Jam. 

These women were the last to leave 
severnl towns before the Germans en- 
tered. They aided hundreds of refu- 
gees nnd established temporary kitch- 
ens, where, nmong others, 250 British 
soldiers who hud not euten for inimy 
hours were fed. 

The girls ulso established nn Infor- 
mation bureau at Montdldier until this 
town was captured by the Germans. 
They -picked up wounded when they 
were unuble to nmke their way to 
dressing stutlons, and brought food to 



I ennteens and kitchens to keep them j 
going. 

At times the girls were only one dny | 
nhead of the advancing Germans and 
once crossed a bridge only a few mo- | 
raents before It was blown up. For j 
eight days they worked without remov- | 
lng their clothes, sleeping on straw In | 
barns when they could" sleep, and ent- 
lng Irregularly. 

All In all, the conduct of American 
girls and women back of the lines Is 
calculated to Inspire our soldiers to the 
highest courage and exertions.

TELLS OF BIG FIGHT 



Canadian Sergeant Describes 
Third Battle of Ypres. 



Man Who Participated Gives Thrilling 
Account of Sanguinary 
Conflict. 

Chicago. — The thrilling eye-witness 
story of the third battle of Ypres was 
told here by Sergt, Reginald Grant of 
t. i First Canadian field artillery. 

"We were In £nnctunry woods about 
o mile southeast of town. We were 
the sacrifice battery and wen? to stay 
behind if there should be a retreat. 
Well, our boys went out of the trench 
nnd were met by the Germans In mass 
formation. 

"They were smothered— but not be- 
fore they had wreaked frightful havoc. 
They died to a man. The Huns came 
on yelling with all their lunga and as 



they nenred we blew great holes in 
thnt formation. But we didn't stop 
them. They cume on running nnd yell- 
ing like fiends of hell. 

"Our ammunition was gone. We 
grabbed parts of the guns and our 
rifles, and ret rented with the rest, stop- 
ping now nnd then to drop one or two 
of the enemy. 

"The battery to our right didn't hnve 
a chance to use nil their shells. The 
Boche was upon them too quickly with 
smoke shells that started great fires. 
The boys there were burned nllve. 

"Yes, they are fighting, the Ger- 
mnns. But so are the British."

I after bag received the last stitch un- 
| til scores were plied up ready for 
shipment. Closing time came, and the 
woman superintending the making of 
! the bags counted those completed and 
announced that If every one of the 
workers could come early the next 
morning and work all day the bags 
would surely be finished In time for 
shipping by evening. Two crestfallen 
little girls, the little sisters, were wait- 
ing for her at the door as she de- 
parted. 

Red Cross Dunnage Bags. 
"We are awfully sorry, ma'am," wld 
the older of the two, "but we* can't 
come back tomorrow. You see tomor- 
row we huve to—" And, without fin- 
ishing the sentence, she looked back 
wistfully at the pile of bugs. 

"It Is too bud you can't come back," 
said the superintendent, "but I want 
to thank you, and we all thank you, 
for the work you've done today. You 
two have leen a wonderful help. » nd 
that pile of bags wouldn't be nearly so 
big if you hadn't been here. Good 
night." 

The next morning when the super- 
intendent came down to unlock the 
workrooms for the day she was aston- 
ished to see the two little g| r i s stand- 
ing In the cold by the locked door. 

"Oh, I'm so glad to see you J" "he 
said. "I thought you said y 0u couldn't 
come?" 

"Oh. we knew those Red Cross bags 
Just hod to be finished for the sol- 
diers," exclaimed the little one, with 
glistening, eyes, "and we go t up 
three o'clock this morning and gol the 
washing done eurlyl" 



"In a dug-out, 
Mar. 3, 1918. 

Dear Mother: 

I am writing to you the first letter 
after coming from the trenches, while 
there we had it what I thought was 
kind of quiet with the exception ot the 
big guns and didn't mind that much be 
cause it reminded me of the guns at the 
fort. Well, the first night after hiki 
about two miles and a half from a big 
cave that wc spent eight days in, my 
automatic gun crew was picked to go 
on the first relief which was three 
hourB, well I Btood those three with my 
eyes open, thinking everything in front 
of roe was a German. Then three more 
hours passed and I had to stand poRt 
again for three more hours and ot 
course a little nervous. I began It 
shoot at thingB, then all at onee 1 hap 
pened to think that my slvooting would 
be liable to draw the attention of the 
Germans and they would fire where 
they thought we were, so I did not 
shoot, only to try out my rifle. I v 
very glad when morning earae so 
could get out of that Bo-called front 
line trench, that was really nothing 
more than a shell hole. Well, we v 
not allowed to Sleep at night in case ot 
an attack, we would have to stand too, 
and could not sleep in the day time 
was what you would call out of luck 
for six nights and live days for sleep 
You can bet T made up for it in the 
next two dayB after being relieved V 
had to stay in the support line for a 
week so we lived in another big cave 
which I wish you could have seen, it 
Biirc was wonderful. While in 
front line we were the only company 
that was getting our meals and they 
were good ones too. 

I had not seen Jack or Link Bouve 
for five days, when we were relieved 
they were the first ones that, I saw at 
the big cave, and I was some happy 
when T saw thein, it was about twelve 
at midnight when we landed in the 
cave and Link gave mc a big piero ol 
bread, which sure did fill me up. Then 
at about two o'clock we had a big feed. 
I went to l»ed and slept until 1 was 
called. • 

Have o lot more to write, but it will 
be some other time. Ah ever, 
Your loving son,
